The  Sampan  Interview 

When  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  asked 
Nancy  Lo  to  leave  her  job  as  an  aide  to 
Sen.  John  Kerry  to  become  the  then-ac¬ 
ting  mayor’s  senior  policy  advisor,  she 
knew  the  job  could  be  a  short-lived  one. 
After  all,  there  was  no  shortage  of  can¬ 
didates  eager  to  wrest  the  position  from 
him. 

"I  had  to  think  about  it,"  says  Lo,  who 
met  Menino  several  years  ago  while 
helping  to  arrange  a  meeting  for  Sen. 
Kerry  in  Boston.  "It  was  a  bit  risky.  In 
one  sense  it  would  be  temporary.  I  was 
kind  of  honored  that  he  wanted  an  Asian 
in  his  administration."  Lo  points  out 
that  while  many  politicians  talk  about 
having  a  diverse  administration,  not  all 
of  them  follow  through  with  high-level 
appointments.  President  Clinton  for 
oaevOwed  that  his  administration 
wouid  look  like  America,  but  he  failed 
to  appoint  an  Asian  American  to  serve 
in  his  cabinet. 

"I  thought,  gee,  he  really  means  what 
he  says,"  adds  Lo  of  the  city’s  new  mayor. 
"Some  people,  they  bring  people  in  but 
'  they’re  low-level  people.  He  told  me  he 
would  put  me  on  as  a  high  level  policy 
advisor." 

Hiring  people  from  diverse  ethnic 
backgrounds  makes  government  more 
effective,  says  Lo.  "I  think  it  makes  city 
government  more  sensitive  to  the 
various  needs  of  the  city,”  she  says.  "You 
have  a  city  that’s  multicultural.  Having 
people  from  different  backgrounds 
helps  shape  a  better  city  policy.  Lo  notes 
that  she  is  already  using  her  position  in 
the  Menino  administration  to  help 
bring  more  Asians  into  City  Hall.  "I’m 
making  sure  there  are  Asians  on  the 
transition  team,"  she  says. 

Lo  believes  that  Menino  has  a 
genuine  concern  for  the  city’s  Asian 
population.  The  new  mayor  believes 
that  the  concerns  of  Chinatown  have 
sometimes  been  ignored  by  previous  city 
administrations.  "He’s  the  first  Italian 
American  to  be  elected  mayor  of  Bos¬ 
ton,"  says  Lo.  "He  understands  what  it’s 
like  to  be  from  an  ethnic  background." 

"He  would  like  to  see  Chinatown  as  a 
tourist  attraction,"  she  explains,  adding 
that  the  mayor  wants  to  make  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  more  attractive  by  improving 
the  condition  of  streets  and  sidewalks. 
At  the  same  time,  she  adds,  the 
Chinatown  community  has  to  work  with 
the  city  to  keep  the  neighborhood  clean. 

Lo  believes  it’s  also  important  for  the

of  the  Asian  American  Corp.;  Ricky 
Szeto,  a  resident  of  Castle  Square;  Jerry 
Chin,  the  auditor  of  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association;  and 
Elaine  Tung,  an  attorney  for  the  Coali¬ 
tion. 

Also  running  in  the  election  are: 
Richard  Chin,  a  current  member  run¬ 
ning  for  reelection;  Paul  Lee;  Shirley 
Lee;  Richard  Lum;  William  Moy,  the 
Council’s  current  co-moderator  who  is 
running  for  reelection;  Jeffrey  Wong; 
Agatha  Tong;  Ruth  Moy;  Frank  Wong, 


who  is  running  for  reelection;  and  Hing 
Soo  Hoo,  the  owner  of  the  Chinatown 
Cafe. 

"I  think  it’s  really  exciting,"  said 
Lowe.  "It’s  not  just  the  same  people. 
It’s  a  range  of  people.  That’s  what  the 
Neighborhood  Council  should  be 
about." 

Candidates  must  run  for  positions  in 
one  of  five  categories,  depending  on 
their  position  in  the  community.  This 
year  two  positions  are  available  in  the

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Community  Policing 
Policy  Still  Unclear 


A  slate  of  candidates  opposing  the 
construction  of  a  Parcel  C  garage  in 
Chinatown  will  attempt  to  land  seats  on 
the  Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council  in  its  Nov.  28  election. 
Last  May  garage  opponents  charged 
that  the  Neighborhood  Council  wasn’t 
representing  the  interests  of  the  com¬ 
munity  when  it  voted  to  approve  the 
New  England  Medical  Center  garage 
plan.  The  Council,  however,  denied  the 
charge. 

The  election  will  be  held  from  9  am 
to  5  pm  in  the  lobby  of  the  Shawmut 
Bank  at  Harrison  Avenue  and  Beach 
Street  in  Chinatown.  Asians  living  in  the 
New  England  area  and  residents  of 
Chinatown  can  vote  in  the  election, 
which  will  be  run  by  the  city’s  election 
commission  and  Yon  Lee,  the  city’s 
liaison  to  the  Chinese  community. 

Some  of  the  candidates  running  in 
this  month’s  election  were  motivated  to 
do  so  by  the  Council’s  12  to  2  vote  to 
approve  the  455-car  parking  garage 
plan.  "A  lot  of  people  who  weren’t  really 
concerned  or  involved...are  now,"  said 
Lydia  Lowe,  co-director  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  and  a  member 
of  the  Coalition  to  Protect  Parcel  C  for 
Chinatown,  a  group  formed  to  stop  con¬ 
struction  of  the  garage. 

"I  think  there’s  going  to  be  a  lot  of 
new  blood  running  for  the  CNC,"  said 
Lowe,  who  added  that  the  Parcel  C 
Coalition  would  probably  endorse  can¬ 
didates. 

A  total  of  18  candidates  are  running 
in  the  election.  A  number  of  people  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  Coalition  to  Protect 
Parcel  C  for  Chinatown  are  seeking 
seats  on  the  Council,  including  David 
Moy,  executive  director  of  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council;  Chi  Chi 
Wu,  an  attorney  with  the  Asian  Out¬ 
reach  Project  of  Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services;  Adam  Chu  of  the  Tai  Tung 
Tenants  Association;  Fu  Quan  Zhang  of 
the  CPA  Workers  Center;  Gerald  Heng 

BRA  Decides  Who 
Will  Control  Parcel  C 
Community  Benefits 

The  creation  of  a  trust  to  oversee  the 
distribution  of  community  benefits  from 
a  proposed  New  England  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter  (NEMC)  parking  garage  suggests 
that  neither  the  city  nor  the  hospital  are 
ready  to  reconsider  the  garage  plan. 

Though  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  has  yet  to  give  the 
hospital  final  approval  to  build  the  455- 
car  garage  on  Parcel  C  in  Chinatown,  the 
BRA’s  Beverly  Johnson  on  Monday 
presented  the  Neighborhood  Council 
with  the  names  of  the  trustees.  The 
Chinatown  Community  Trust  would 
oversee  the  distribution  of  the  more 
than  $1.8  million  in  community  benefits 
the  hospital  will  offer  in  connection  with 
the  garage’s  construction.  Johnson  said 
the  BRA  selected  the  trustees. 

While  there  at  first  appeared  to  be  no 
residents  of  Chinatown  on  the  list. 
Council  member  Robert  Guen  noted 
that  Frank  Chin  is  a  resident  of  Tremont

For  a  short  time  earlier  this  fall  the 
Boston  Police  Department  appeared  to 
be  making  community  policing  a  reality. 
Every  day,  police  officer  Stanley  Woo 
could  be  seen  walking  from  the 
neighborhood’s  business  district  down 
Tyler  Street  to  Tai  Tung  Village.  For  the 
first  time  in  recent  memory  a  beat  police 
officer  could  be  seen  regularly  on  the 
streets  of  Chinatown. 

But  just  when  Woo  was  becoming  a 
familiar  sight  on  neighborhood  streets, 
the  Boston  Police  Department  abruptly 
changed  course  and  put  him  in  a  car 
again.  The  reason:  overtime  money  that 
Police  Commissioner  William  Bratton 
had  been  using  to  keep  two  men  in  cars 
while  others  were  walking  the  beat  had 
been  used  up. 

Just  before  the  mayoral  election 
Bratton  complained  that  a  shortage  of 
funds  had  forced  the  department  to  take 
the  beat  officers  off  the  streets  and  reas¬ 
sign  them  to  cars.  A  spokesman  for  the 
mayor’s  office,  however,  said  the  money 
allowing  the  department  to  put  the  of¬ 
ficers  on  the  street  was  drawn  from  spe¬ 


cial  funding  that  was  limited  from  the 
start.  One  official  said  that  overtime  had 
to  be  used  to  keep  two  officers  in  cars 
because  the  department  hadn’t  enough 
full-time  officers.  Officials  from  the 
mayor’s  office  noted  that  this  fall’s  new 
police  class  is  the  first  in  a  number  of 
years. 

Suddenly  taking  Woo  off  the  street 
took  some  people  in  the  neighborhood 
by  surprise.  Woo,  for  example,  had  been 
scheduled  to  attend  a  meeting  with  a 
group  of  tenants  from  15  Oxford  St. 
where  there  had  been  a  number  of  rob¬ 
beries  and  was  also  set  to  regularly  pick 
up  community  suggestions  and  com¬ 
plaints  from  a  box  in  the  Chinatown 
Cafe.  He  was  even  planning  to  write 
articles  for  the  Sampan.  Suddenly,  how¬ 
ever,  he  was  gone  and  no  one  seemed  to 
know  what  had  happened  to  him. 

The  city’s  inconsistent  approach 
toward  community  policing  policy  in 
Chinatown  has  disappointed  people 
who  have  been  working  to  make  the  new 
policy  a  reality.  To  make  community

Vying  for  seats  in  the  "agency" 
category  are:  Richard  Chin,  David  Moy, 
Ruth  Moy,  and  Chi  Chi  Wu;  in  the  "busi¬ 
ness"  category:  Frank  Wong,  Jeffrey 
Wong,  and  Hing  Soo  Hoo;  in  the  "or¬ 
ganization"  category:  Jerry  Chin,  Paul 
Lee,  Richard  Lum,  Agatha  Tung,  and 
Fu  Quan  Zhang;  in  the  "other"  category: 
Gerald  Heng,  William  Moy,  and  Elaine 
Tung;  and  in  the  "resident"  category: 
Adam  Chu,  Shirley  Lee,  and  Ricky 
Szeto. 

Four  Neighborhood  Council  mem¬ 
bers  will  not  run  for  reelection.  They 
are:  Robert  Guen,  Chau-ming  Lee, 
Peter  Bak-Fun  Wong,  and  Henry  Szeto.

Policing 
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at  the  Boston  Chinese  Evangelical 
Church  in  Chinatown,  had  drawn  up 
bilingual  forms  that  residents  could  use 
to  inform  police  of  their  concerns  and 
also  to  make  suggestions  about  neigh¬ 
borhood  safety.  The  forms  were  to  be 
picked  up  by  residents  at  the  Chinatown 
Cafe  on  Harrison  Avenue  and  deposited 
in  a  box  there.  Woo  was  scheduled  to 
regularly  pick  them  up. 

Although  the  police  department  said 
the  program  will  continue  and  that  the 
forms  will  continue  to  be  passed  on  to 
the  police  department,  Lee  pointed  out 
that  some  of  the  enthusiasm  will  be  lost 
if  there  isn’t  a  police  officer  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  to  respond  to  problems  on  a 
regular  basis.  "We’re  definitely  disap¬ 
pointed,"  said  Lee,  who  made  the 
remarks  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chinatown 
Safety  Committee. 

He  added  that  the  new  community 
policing  policy  "was  a  big  thing"  and  said 
that  "the  impetus  definitely  drops  if  we 
don’t  have  a  person  to  respond."  He  said 
he  hoped  money  would  soon  become 
available  to  put  a  walking  police  officer 
back  into  the  neighborhood. 

Police  Captain  Stephen  Doris,  who 
also  attended  the  meeting,  said  that 
community  policing  involves  more  than 
simply  putting  beat  officers  on  the 
streets.  It  also  involves  attending  com¬ 
munity  meetings  and  working  with  the 
neighborhood  to  solve  problems.  He 
noted  that  the  recent  police  crackdown 
on  prostitutes  in  the  Chinatown  area 
had  been  an  effective  instance  in  which 
police  and  community  leaders  were  able 
to  work  together  to  solve  a  local  prob¬ 
lem. 

At  the  same  time  that  the 
neighborhood’s  beat  police  officer  has 
been  pulled  off  the  street,  it  was  also 
announced  that  the  Asian  Task  Force, 
which  had  been  formed  to  fight  or¬ 
ganized  crime  in  the  Asian  community, 
had  also  been  disbanded.  Yon  Lee,  the 
city’s  liaison  to  the  Chinese  community, 
said  he  did  not  know  why  the  group  had 
been  discontinued. 

Disbanding  the  Task  Force,  however, 
comes  at  a  time  when  gang  activity  has 
once  again  surfaced  in  Chinatown. 
Several  members  of  the  community 
noted  at  last  week’s  safety  meeting  that 
there  has  recently  been  a  series  of  extor¬ 
tion  attempts  and  a  robbery  inChinatown 
gambling  rooms.  In  one  incident,  a  total 
of  $10,000  was  taken  from  people  in  a 
Tyler  Street  gambling  room.  In  another 
incident,  ah  arsonisfset  fire  to  a  a 'gam¬ 
bling  parlor.  Some  people  believe  that 
outsidefs  from  New  York  have  been  in¬ 
volved  in  the  extortions  and  in  the  rob¬ 


bery. 

Police  officer  Diane  Green,  who  was 
at  the  meeting,  asked  whether  people 
would  be  willing  to  talk  to  police  about 
the  extortions.  The  robbery  was  not  for¬ 
mally  reported  to  the  police,  though  the 
police  eventually  learned  about  it  from 
other  sources.  Controlling  extortion  in 
Chinatown  has  not  been  easy  for  police 
because  victims  are  generally  afraid  to 
file  complaints. 

Also  discussed  at  the  meeting  were  a 
number  of  robberies  that  have  taken 
place  at  knife-point  at  Oxford  Place  at 
15  Oxford  Street.  A  suspect  was  nabbed 
by  police  near  the  building  and  was 
found  to  be  driving  a  stolen  car.  Lucy 
Chin,  a  neighborhood  council  member 
who  lives  in  the  building ,  tipped  off 
police  to  the  suspect.  She  complained, 
however,  that  the  police  department 
hadn’t  told  her  whether  the  man  had 
been  charged  in  connection  with  rob¬ 
beries  in  the  building.  "I’d  like  to  see 
what  the  follow-up  is  on  this  person  ap¬ 
prehended,"  she  said,  adding  that  "ever 
since  that  fellow  has  been  apprehended 
it’s  been  pretty  quiet." 

Yon  Lee  suggested  that  some 
problems  at  15  Oxford  St.  may  be  due  to 
troublesome  tenants  letting  undesirable 
people  into  the  building.  He  suggested 
that  the  building’s  management  should 
"evict  these  trouble-making  tenants." 

Another  person  at  the  meeting  said 
that  a  man  with  a  machete  robbed  a 
woman  of  $130  near  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School.  The  woman,  however,  was  too 
afraid  to  report  the  incident  to  the 
police.

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Street.  Questions  were  also  raised  about 
who  made  up  the  list  and  why  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  NEMC  -  who  rarely  makes  an 
appearance  at  community  meetings  - 
was  on  it. 

The  trust  was  also  formed  just  before  j 
the  Neighborhood  Council  election, 
though  it’s  not  clear  if  that  was  the 
reason  motivating  the  BRA  to  come  up 
with  the  list  this  week.  A  new  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council  may  not  have  been  as 
quick  to  approve  the  trustee  list. 

The  Council  approved  the  people 
selected  by  the  BRA  to  serve  on  the 
Trust.  They  are:  Frank  Chin;  James 
Flaherty,  treasurer  of  the  BRA;  Frank 
Fresina  of  the  Shawmut  Bank’s 
Chinatown  branch;  Jerome  Grossman, 
NEMC  president;  Edward  Guen,  board 
member  of  the  South  Cove  Nursing 
Home;  Robert  Guen  and  William  Moy, 
members  of  the  Neighborhood  Council; 
and  the  president  of  the  CCBA 

Johnson  also  told  the  Neighborhood 
Council  this  week  that  the  BRA  is 
scheduled  to  rule  on  giving  the  NEMC 
final  designation  to  build  the  garage  in 
February  or  March.  The  BRA  has  so  far 
only  given  the  project  tentative  designa¬ 
tion. 

Garage  opponents,  meanwhile,  have 
been  discussing  alternatives  to  the 
garage  proposal.  Lydia  Lowe,  co-direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Coalition  to  Protect  Parcel  C 
for  Chinatown,  said  that  the  Coalition 
recently  held  a  meeting  to  discuss  how 
the  community  could  use  the  site  if  the 
r  city  allows  it  to  develop  the  area, 
the  community  could  use  the  site  if  the 
city  allows  it  to  develop  the  area. 

Architect  Chia-Ming  Sze,  who  has  of¬ 
fered  his  services  pro  bono,  has  drawn 
up  several  optional  plans  for  the  Parcel 
C  site  on  Oak  Street.  Both  options  in¬ 
volve  connecting  the  buildings  currently 
on  the  site  and  using  them  as  community 
space.  The  three  buildings  are  currently 
being  leased  by  NEMC. 

The  plan  could  yield  a’inkwipuin  of 
15,000  square  feet  and  a  maximum  of 
'  20,000.  The  remainder  of  the  site  would 
be  used  for  surface  parking  for  the  Oak 
Terrace  community,  ho usjng  project 
currently  under  construction,  and  fbr  a 
comm  unity  basketball  court  ora-garden. 


A  second  option  includes  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  two-story  garage  on  the  site  for 
Oak  Terrace  parking.  Some  Coalition 
members,  however,  suggested  that 
building  any  garage  on  the  site  would  be 
inappropriate  given  the  group’s  current 
opposition  to  a  garage.  Building  a 
garage,  however,  would  make  available 
more  space  for  community  use. 

Lowe  suggested  that  developing  the 
site  would  not  be  too  expensive,  though 
the  group  would  have  to  raise  money  to 
finance  it.  "There  are  a  lot  of  financial 
and  physical  constraints  on  us,"  she  said. 
Developing  one  of  the  two  plans  would 
still  leave  the  community  the  option  of 
developing  a  larger  community  center 
on  the  site  in  the  future. 

Meanwhile,  the  mayor’s  office  has 
been  investigating  other  sites  on  which 
NEMC  could  build  a  garage  and  has 
discussed  the  matter  with  the  BRA,  said 
Nancy  Lo,  the  mayor’s  policy  advisor. 
"Nobody  is  trying  to  stop  them  (NEMC) 
from  building  a  garage,"  she  said.  "The 
question  is,  where?" 

Michael  Liu,  executive  director  of  the 
Asian  American  Resource  Workshop 
and  a  Coalition  member,  said  that 
"there’s  no  indication  that  they  (NEMC) 
are  backing  away"  from  the  garage  plan. 

Opponents,  however,  suggest  that 
the  plan  could  be  slowed  by  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  (MEPA),  which  has  ordered  an 
independent  environmental  impact 
review  after  community  members 
charged  that  a  garage  would  increase  air 
pollution  and  traffic  in  the  area  near 
Parcel  C.  Coalition  members  are  also 
hoping  that  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  will 
appoint  a  new  BRA  director  to  replace 
Paul  Barrett,  the  current  director  who 
has  been  pushing  for  construction  of  the 
garage.  Barrett,  like  other  city  officials 
from  the  Flynn  administration,  has 
handed  in  his  resignation  in  accordance 
with  a  request  by  Mayor  Menino.  Some 
officials,  however,  will  be  reappointed. 

Coalition  members  also  met  with 
members  of  the  Chinatown  Community 
Center,  Inc.,  the  community  organiza¬ 
tion  originally  assigned  the  task  of  han¬ 
dling  the  community  center  issue.  The 
Coalition  presented  the  Parcel  C  op¬ 
tional  plan  to  the  CCC  because  they 
wanted  the  group  to  "be  part  of  the 
project,"  said  Liu. 

The  CCC  members,  however,  were 
"not  optimistic  about  gaining  control"  of 
the  Parcel  C  site  and  said  they  would 
discuss  the  Parcel  C  options  with  then- 
boards.  "They  are  reserving  judgement,"

Lo 
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Chinatown  community  to  work  together 
on  crucial  neighborhood  issues.  She 
suggests  that  the  dispute  over  the  New 
England  Medical  Center’s  plan  to  build 
a  parking  garage  on  Parcel  C  has  severe¬ 
ly  polarized  the  community,  putting  the 
new  mayor  in  the  middle  of  the  dispute. 
Menino,  however,  has  asked  community 
groups  opposing  the  garage  to  make 
a  counter  proposal  for  the  Oak  Street 
site. 

"The  confrontation  between  people 
got  away  from  the  real  issue,"  says  Lo  of 
the  Parcel  C  battle.  The  community  has 
to  stay  focussed  on  the  important  issues: 
"How  do  you  build  a  community  center? 
What  do  you  do  with  the  New  England 
MedicalCenter?"  are  the  questions  that 
need  to  be  answered,  she  says. 

While  it  was  somewhat  risky  to  take 
the  job  early  last  summer  in  what  could 
have  been  only  a  six-month  administra¬ 
tion,  the  risk  paid  off  and  she  is  now 
sitting  in  the  mayor’s  office  in  the  . 
highest  level  position  an  Asian  . 
American  has  ever  held  in  City  Hall.  She 
says  she  wants  to  use  her  position  to  help 
both  the  Asian  community  and  the  city 
as  a  whole. 

;  Her  roots*  she  notes,  are  close  to 
both.  "1  grew  up  in  the  South-End,"  says 


Lo."My  parents  worked  in  Chinatown. 
As  a  youngster  we’d  always  be  in 
Chinatown."  Her  father  came  from 
Guangdong  Province  in  the  1940s  and 
worked  in  the  old  Ruby  Foo’s  restaurant 
and  in  other  Chinatown  restaurants.  "A 
lot  of  people  knew  my  father  because  he 
was  the  head  chef  at  the  China  Pearl," 
she  says. 

Lo  for  a  time  attended  Boston  public 
schools  and  recalls  being  in  seventh 
grade  during  the  city’s  busing  crisis  in 
the  early  1970s.  Eventually  her  parents 
enrolled  her  in  Mount  St.  Joseph’s 
parochial  school.  At  college  she  first 
studied  nursing. "The  nuns  told  me  that 
nursing  would  be  a  good  career  for  a 
woman,"  said  Lo,  who  adds  that  she 
changed  her  course  of  study  because  she 
"couldn’t  stand  the  sight  of  blood." 

"I  was  interested  in  political  science 
and  wanted  to  do  something  that  helped 
people,"  she  says,  adding  that  she  even¬ 
tually  studied  public  administration  as  a 
graduate  student  at  Northeastern 
University.  Following  graduate  school 
she  went  to  Taiwan  to  study  Mandarin. 
When  she  returned  to  Boston  she  was 
hired  by  Sen.  Kerry  and  worked  for  him 
for  three  and  a  half  years. 

In  the  next  four  years,  Lo  wants  to 
help  "make  government  more  respon¬ 
sive  to  the  people"  and  help  the  city 
provide  "better  services"  to  its  residents. 
The  mayor,  she  notes,  wants  to  make  the 
city  a  safe  and  healthy  place  for  families 
to  bring  up  their  children. 

Since  taking  the  job  Lo  has  been  ad¬ 
vising  the  mayor  on  a  wide  range  of  city 
issues.  "Basically  what  I’ve  been  doing 
for  the  last  four  months  is  researching 
various  issues  and  advising  the  mayor  on 
the  pros  and  cons."  Those  issues  include 
the  megaplex  sports  and  convention 
center,  enterprise  zones,  downtown 
development,  neighborhood  business 
issues  and  youth  services. 

Lo  believes  that  bringing  more 
Asians  into  city  government  will  be  a 
plus  both  for  the  city’s  Asian  community 
and  for  City  Hall.  "I  just  feel  that  by  me 
being  in  City  Hall  the  Asian  community 
will  be  able  to  benefit  because  I  think  for 
too  long  the  concerns  of  our  community 
have  not  been  addressed  wholehearted¬ 
ly." 

City  Hall,  she  says,  should  be  able  to, 
help  the  neighborhood  keep  it  streets 
cleaner  and  more  appealing.  Though 
Chinatown  has  tried  at  different  times  to 
clean  its  streets,  past  campaigns  haven’t 
been  effective.  "Go  to  the  North  End, 
Back  Bay  -  you  don’t  have  this  problem," 
notes  Lo,  who  believes  that  the  com¬ 
munity  has  to  become  responsible  for 
the  cleanliness  of  the  streets. 

At  the  same  time  that  City  Hall  can 
help  Chinatown,  the  Asian  community 
can  help  the  city.  "We’re  brought  up  in  a 
strict  family  setting  where  the  family  is 
important,  education  is  important,  the 
work  ethic  is  important.  Those  things 
can  help  City  Hall."

Hospital  Criticized  in  Chinatown  Rally 


The  New  England  Medical 
Center’s  (NEMC)  relationship 
with  the  Chinatown  community 
was  criticized  at  a  rally  last  week 
in  front  of  the  hospital’s  Har¬ 
rison  Avenue  entrance. 

Organized  by  the  Boston 
Health  Access  Project  of  Health 
Care  For  All,  a  consumer  health 
organization,  the  "Call  to  Con¬ 
science"  demonstration  was 
meant  to  focus  attention  on 
hospital  extravagance,  waste, 
and  the  construction  of  un¬ 
needed  hospital  buildings.  The 
group  was  especially  critical  of 
the  hospital’s  effort  to  build  a 
455-car  parking  garage  on  Parcel 
C  in  Chinatown. 

Despite  having  a  huge  health 
care  complex  in  its  midst,  many 
Asian  patients  are  unable  to  use 
it  because  they  don’t  have  health 
insurance,  which  itself  is  very  ex¬ 
pensive  for  many  people  with 
families.

Noting  that  Boston  is  reputed 
to  be  the  "center  of  the  most 
sophisticated  health  care  institu¬ 
tions"  in  the  United  States,  Yan¬ 
cey  questioned,  "Why  do  we  have 
so  many  people  in  Boston  who 
feel  locked  out  of  these  institu¬ 
tions?"  He  questioned  why  "com- 
munity  health  centers  are 
struggling  for  survival." 

To  end  the  rally,  the 
demonstrators  sang  a  song  that 
began  with  the  lyrics:  "I  don’t 
know  but  I’ve  been  told,  Jerry 
Grossman’s  office  is  paved  with 
gold." 

Jerome  Grossman,  the 
hospital’s  president,  came  under 
criticism  for  his  $562,000  annual 


$7,000  for  a  country  club  mem¬ 
bership;  and  $13,000  for  meals 
and  receptions. 

Central  to  the  message  the 
group  communicated  was  the 
hospital’s  general  inaccessibility 
and  lack  of  genuine  involvement 
in  community  concerns,  a  charge 
that  could  be  leveled  at  other 
large  hospitals  in  the  city.  To 
pacify  the  community  it  offers  it 
benefits,  but  it  fails  to  make  the 
community  feel  that  it  is  there  to 
serve  them,  despite  its  non-profit 
status. 

"What  we’re  looking  for  is  a 
health  care  system  that  responds 
to  people,"  said  Robert  Restuc- 
cia,  Health  Care  For  All’s  execu¬ 
tive  director,  who  also  attended 
the  rally.  Restuccia  noted  that 
the  hospital  continues  to  expand 
at  a  time  when  new  services  and 
beds  are  no  longer  necessary. 
"We  allowed  them  to  build  an 
obstetrical  service  that  isn’t 
needed,"  he  said. 

He  suggested  that  NEMC 
should  appoint  people  from  the 
community  to  serve  on  its  board 
and  to  be  involved  in  its  opera¬ 
tion.  He  said  not  one  NEMC 
trustee  lives  in  Boston.  "This 
hospital  should  see  as  its  primary 
mission  serving  this  community," 
he  said.

Members  of  the  New 
England-Taiwan  Business 
Council,  Inc.  suggest  that  the 
current  climate  for  American 
firms  doing  business  in  Taiwan  is 
favorable,  especially  for  those  in 
the  biotechnology  and  environ¬ 
mental  technology  industries. 

Council  members  made  their 
remarks  at  a  special  dinner  at¬ 
tended  by  Taiwan’s  Washington, 
D.C.-based  representative  to  the 
US.,  Mou-shih  Ding,  on  Oct.  19 
at  the  Lafayette  Hotel. 

The  Council  was  formed  in 
1988  to  help  smaller  businesses 
in  Massachusetts  enter  the 
Taiwan  market.  Council  mem¬ 
bers  noted  that  a  number  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  firms  have  already 
entered  the  market,  including 
the  Digital  Equipment  Corp. 
and  the  Bank  of  Boston. 

Patricia  Givens,  the  Asian 
director  of  the  state’s  Office  of 
International  Trade  and  Invest¬ 
ment,  believes  that  biotechnol¬ 
ogy,  environmental,  and  medical 
firms  are  finding  greater  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  do  business  in  Taiwan 
now.  "These  companies  are 
doing  much  much  better,"  she 


said. 

At  the  same  time,  Council 
members  also  suggest  that  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  is  an  attractive  region 
of  the  country  for  Taiwanese  be¬ 
cause  of  its  many  educational  in- 
stitutions  and  high-tech 
industries.  "Our  biggest  asset  is 
our  schools,  said  Richard  Flier, 


who  noted  that  many  students 
from  Taiwan  and  other  Asian 
countries  attend  school  in  the 
Boston  area.  He  said  such  per¬ 
sonal  relationships  with  the 
region  could  lead  to  future  in¬ 
vestments  here,  pointing  out 
that  a  member  of  a  family  which 
has  a  large  investment  in  the 


recently  opened  Asian  American 
Bank  &  Trust  Co.  was  attending 
school  in  the  area. 

Flier,  whose  firm  helps  locate 
investment  opportunities  for 
Asian  businessmen  in  North 
America,  said  they  are  currently 
trying  to  help  a  client  buy  a  build¬ 
ing  in  the  Boston  area. 

Although  they  suggest  that 
the  Taiwanese  have  more  firmly 
established  relationships  with 
West  Coast  firms  because  of 
their  location,  they  also  suggest 
that  distance  from  Asia  is  no 
longer  a  factor  in  trading  as  it  was 
in  the  past.  They  point  out  that 
more  developed  air  transporta¬ 
tion  has  had  a  major  impact  on 
international  trade.  "The  world 
is  shrinking  as  a  place  to  do  busi¬ 
ness,"  said  Michael  Hartigan,  a 
partner  at  KPMG  Peat  Marwick, 
an  accounting  firm  which  has  an 
office  in  Taiwan.  "We  do  a  lot  of 
business  on  Taiwan  on  a  global 
basis,"  he  said. 

Sankarshan  Prasad,  president 
of  the  Business  Council,  said  the 
Council  tries  to  help  small  and 
medium-sized  businesses  to  do 
business  in  Taiwan.  He  said 


there  has  been  a  "remarkable  im¬ 
provement"  in  Taiwan’s  business 
relationship  with  the  New 
England  area  in  recent  years. 

He  pointed  out  that  Taiwan  is 
in  the  midst  of  a  six-year  plan  to 
upgrade  its  infrastructure  and 
needs  to  import  high  technology, 
particularly  environmental  tech¬ 
nology.  Prasad  also  said  there 
were  many  joint  ventures  going 
on  between  American  and 
Taiwanese  firms. 

A  special  award  was  also  given 
to  the  World  Trade  Center  by  the 
Business  Council  for  its  World  of 
Dinosaurs  exhibit  in  Taiwan  this 
past  year.  Drawing  some  600,000 
people,  the  exhibit  was  a  huge 
success  for  a  Massachusetts- 
based  business.

scholars,  for  example,  help  to 
ease  tensions  across  the  Taiwan 
Strait  and  cultivate  better 
mutual  understanding.  Periodic 
dialogue  between  our  respective 
non-govemmental  organization 
representatives  address  a  variety 
of  practical  problems  in  our 
routine  bi-coastal  contacts.  We 
have  made  it  clear,  however,  that 
a  more  advanced  stage  of 
cooperation  cannot  be  achieved 
until  the  threat  of  force  against 
Taiwan  is  renounced,  and  efforts 
to  isolate  us  internationally  have 
been  abandoned. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  as  we  i 
approach  the  dawn  of  the  twen¬ 
ty-first  century,  all  of  us  are  con¬ 
fronted  with  new  and  pressing 
political  and  economic  realities.

(The  following  address  was 
given  by  Representative  Mou-shih 
Ding  the  Coordination  Council 
for  North  American  Affairs’ 
senior  representative  in 
Washington,  before  the  New 
England-Taiwan  Business  Coun¬ 
cil  at  the  Swissotel  in  Boston  Oct. 
19.) 

The  Cold  War  is  behind  us. 
People  throughout  the  world  are 
turning  to  democracy  and  free 
markets.  Today,  the  economic 
agenda  is  most  countries’  major 
concern,  and  business  rather 
than  armies  are  on  the  front 
lines.  Given  the  U.S.  role  as  the 
world’s  largest  trading  nation 
and  my  country’s  increasing  in¬ 
volvement  in  international 
economic  affairs,  we  both  are  a 
part  of  that  vanguard.  In  fact,  I 
can  say  that  while  my  diplomatic 
career  has  spanned  nearly  four 
decades,  I  am  involved  in  com- 
j  mercial  and  trade  matters  much 
more  heavily  than  ever  before. 

In  past  years,  New  England 
has  been  one  of  the  most  attrac¬ 
tive  places  for  business  and  in¬ 
vestment,  especially  for 
high-tech  industries.  The  key  to 
increasing  and  expanding  this 
area’s  dynamic  economy  was  to 
improve  your  global  competi¬ 
tiveness.  Making  your  business 
competitive  in  the  new  global 
marketplace  can  provide  new 
and  exciting  business  oppor¬ 
tunities. 

My  country,  the  Republic  of 
y  China  on  Taiwan,  is  also  seeking 
new  business  opportunities 
through  cooperation  with  our 
trading  partners.  We  are  bring¬ 
ing  down  trade  barriers  and  seek¬ 
ing  more  effective  protection  for 
intellectual  property  rights.  We 
are  also  encouraging  foreign 
businesses  to  compete  for 
projects  under  our  Six-Year  Na¬ 
tional  Development  Plan  and  to 
set  up  regional  operations 
centers  in  Taiwan. 

On  the  economic  front,  my 
country  continues  to  perform 
impressively.  Our  growth  rate  of 
gross  national  product  (GNP)  in 
1992  was  6.1  percent,  the  highest 
rate  among  the  four  newly-in¬ 
dustrialized  Asian  "tigers."  In¬ 
dustrial  production  increased 
from  the  previous  year  by  6.5 
percent.  Per  capita  GNP  topped 
US$10,000  for  the  first  time  in 
our  history.  Our  unemployment 
rate,  at  less  than  2  percent  of  the 
workforce  in  1992,  was  among 
the  lowest  in  the  world. 

Last  year,  our  total  external 
trade  of  US$153  billion  was  the 
highest  on  record.  Imports 
skyrocketed  15  percent,  totaling 
US$72  billion.  Our  global  trade 
surplus  was  only  US$9.48  billion 
last  year,  much  smaller  than  the 
US$13.3  billion  surplus  in  1991. 
Meanwhile,  our  bilateral  trade 
surplus  with  the  U.S.  has  fallen 
by  half  over  the  last  five  years, 
from  US$16  billion  in  1987  to 
US$7.8  billion  in  1992.  During 
the  first  eight  months  of  this 
year,  we  have  successfully 
reduced  that  surplus  an  addi¬ 
tional  13  percent,  compared  to 
the  same  period  last  year.  At  the 
J  same  time,  imports  from  the  U.S. 
have  increased  consistently  over 
a  four-year  period,  making  an 
impressive  gain  from  just  over 
US$12  billion  in  1989  to  more 
than  US$15.7  billion  in  1992. 
Just  through  August  this  year, 
those  imports  have  reached 
$10.4  billion.  The  ROC  is  the 
sixth  largest  trading  partner  of 


the  U.S. 

Over  all,  these  trade  figures 
clearly  demonstrate  Taiwan’s 
development,  in  only  a  few  years, 
from  labor-intensive  manufac¬ 
turing  like  footwear  and  clothing 
to  high-technology  electronic 
and  telecommunications 
products,  including  computers. 

However,  this  economic 
development  also  presents  cer¬ 
tain  challenges.  For  example, 
wage  rates  have  increased  sharp¬ 
ly,  growing  at  more  than  10  per¬ 
cent  annually  for  the  last  two 
years.  Moreover,  in  the  manufac¬ 
turing  sector,  the  growth  rate  in 
employment  actually  has  been 
negative  for  the  last  two  years. 

Another  important  con¬ 
sideration  is  land,  a  crucial  factor 
in  production.  Real  estate  prices 
have  increased  steeply,  thereby 
raising  the  cost  of  doing  business 
in  Taiwan. 

Environmental  protection  is 
another  important  issue  that 
must  be  addressed  as  our 
economy  continues  to  develop. 
Our  past  economic-growth  has 
had  an  adverse  impact  on  the  en¬ 
vironment.  Unfortunately,  we 
have  not  always  worked  hard 
enough  to  ensure  a  clean  and 
healthy  environment.  In 
response  to  growing  popular 
concern,  my  government  is  un¬ 
dertaking  many  projects 
designed  to  clean  waterways, 
build  waste  treatment  plants, 
and  improve  waste-disposal 
facilities.  These  projects  offer  ex¬ 
cellent  opportunities  for  U.S. 
suppliers  of  environmental 
protection  equipment  and  tech¬ 
nology. 

Already,  our  Six-Year  Na¬ 
tional  Development  Plan  is  a 
bright  spot  in  our  economy.  This 
undertaking  will  promote  fur¬ 
ther  economic  expansion  in 
Taiwan  and  help  resolve 
problems  that  have  emerged  as  a 
result  of  our  rapid  growth. 
Under  the  plan,  we  will  revamp 
our  transportation  system, 
upgrade  our  telecommunica¬ 
tions  infrastructure,  improve  our 
health  and  education  services, 
and  develop  new  sources  of  ener¬ 
gy.  It  also  will  improve  public 
housing,  expand  social  welfare, 
and  strengthen  cultural,  educa¬ 
tional  and  recreational  facilities. 

The  plan  reflects  our  deter¬ 
mination  to  modernize  our  in¬ 
dustrial  infrastructure  so  that  we 
may  achieve  higher  levels  of 
productivity.  As  you  may  be 
aware,  this  plan  already  has  been 
underway  for  two  years.  How¬ 
ever,  at  this  mid-term  point,  my 
government  has  slightly  reduced 
the  scope  of  the  original  plan  to 
meet  current  realities.  Our  of¬ 
fices,  both  local  and  in 


Washington,  D.G  stand  ready  to 
help  you  take  advantage  of  the 
ample  business  opportunities 
which  the  plan  offers  U.S.  com¬ 
panies. 

As  Representative  of  my 
country  to  the  United  States,  I 
view  my  job  as  twofold  in  the 
international  business  area. 
First,  I  must  continue  to  work 
with  the  U.S.  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  as  well  as  state  govern¬ 
ments,  to  strengthen  bilateral 
trade  relations  between  our  two 
countries.  Second,  I  must  keep 
working  with  private 
entrepreneurs  to  remind  them  of 
the  opportunities  and  benefits  of 
doing  business  or  investing  in 
Taiwan.  I  look  forward  to  provid¬ 
ing  more  and  better  information 
about  commercial  opportunities 
in  Taiwan  for  U.S.  businesses. 

One  of  our  highest  priorities 
in  terms  of  commercial  goals  is 
to  promote  Taiwan  as  a  Regional 
Operations  Center.  In  the  last 
decade,  many  multinational  cor¬ 
porations  have  established 
regional  operations  centers  in 
Taiwan  to  oversee  and  coor¬ 
dinate  their  operations 
throughout  Asia  and  the  Pacific. 

One  reason  these  companies 
have  chosen  Taiwan  to  be  the 
base  of  their  regional  operations 
is  that  it  is  located  at  the  heart  of 
the  most  promising  Asian 
economies.  Taiwan  is  therefore  a 
prime  location  for  establishing 
regional  centers  which  service 
growing  Asian  markets.  Besides 
its  convenient  location,  Taiwan 
possesses  a  number  of  other  at¬ 
tributes  and  advantages  -  such  as 
a  strong  economy,  skilled 
workforce  and  comprehensive 
industrial  network. 

To  allow  my  country  to  more 
effectively  carry  out  this  role,  we 
will  accelerate  infrastructural 
development  in  telecommunica¬ 
tions,  improve  transportation 
and  provide  an  expanded  supply 
of  electrical  power.  This  will  be 
achieved  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Six- Year  Plan.  Our  goal  in 
making  these  efforts  is 
straightforward:  we  want  to  cre¬ 
ate  an  environment  where  free 
trade  and  investment  can 
flourish.  Given  the  fact  that 
American  businesses  are  both 
innovative  and  productive,  I 
firmly  believe  that  the  potential 
for  American  business  in  Taiwan 
is  tremendous.  Indeed,  a  number 
of  major  U.S.  corporations  al¬ 
ready  have  established  themsel¬ 
ves  there.  Companies  such  as 
Federal  Express,  Motorola, 
Bayer,  and  General  Electric  are 
actively  investigating  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  my  country. 

Overall,  we  are  confident  that 
the  relationship  between  our  two 


countries  and  our  two  peoples  is 
strong  and  becoming  ever 
stronger.  Significant,  substantive 
improvements  in  cooperation 
have  come  about  in  recent  years. 
With  open  U.S.  support,  our  ap¬ 
plication  for  membership  in  the 
GATT  is  moving  forward. 
Washington  reaffirmed  its  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  1979  Taiwan 
Relations  Act  by  authorizing  our 
purchase  of  the  F-16  defense 
aircraft.  And  through  conscien¬ 
tious  effort,  my  country  has  not 
only  reduced  its  bilateral  trade 
surplus  with  the  United  States, 
but  also  improved  the  climate  for 
intellectual  property  rights 
protection  on  Taiwan. 

Based  upon  our  under¬ 
standing  of  the  policy  principles 
and  priorities  of  the  Clinton  Ad¬ 
ministration,  we  have  every 
reason  to  expect  that  coopera¬ 
tion  between  the  two  countries 
will  continue  to  improve  in  the 
years  ahead.  Clearly,  we  share 
many  of  the  same  values,  inter¬ 
ests,  and  priorities  in  a  changing 
global  environment.  Moreover, 
educational,  cultural,  scientific 
and  technological  links  between 
us  are  close  and  permanent. 

On  the  domestic  political 
front,  my  government  has  com¬ 
mitted  itself  to  full  democracy. 
Every  member  of  our  legislative 
and  representative  institutions 
has  now  been  chosen  through 
free  and  open  elections.  Our 
multi-party  political  system  en¬ 
courages  broad  representation 
and  energetic  election  cam¬ 
paigns.  Individual  rights  to  free 
speech,  assembly,  and  petition 
are  virtually  unrestricted;  and 
our  legislators  have  been  playing 
a  more  important  and  active  role 
in  the  policy  formulation 
process.  We  are  convinced  that 
this  path  of  openness,  debate  and 
political  competition  will  build 
the  best  atmosphere  for  a  strong 
society  and  an  equally  strong 
economy. 

On  the  international  front, 
our  anticipated  accession  to  the 
General  Agreement  on  Tariffs 
and  Trade  (GATT)  will  require 
adjustment,  rethinking,  and 
reforms  in  our  domestic 
economy.  We  have 
demonstrated  our  commitment 
to  a  strong  trade  regime  through 
our  decision  to  seek  membership 
in  the  GATT  as  a  developed  na¬ 
tion,  and  we  are  prepared  to  sup¬ 
port  the  outcome  of  the  Uruguay 
Round  GATT  talks.  The  GATT 
Working  Party  recently  finished 
the  fourth  meeting  to  review  our 
accession.  Once  the  necessary 
procedure  is  completed,  we  will 
become  one  of  the  contracting 
parties  to  the  GATT.  This  inter¬ 
national  initiative,  like  those  in 
other  areas  of  our  political  and 
economic  development,  will  re¬ 
quire  continuing  policy 
flexibility  and  compromise  on 
our  part. 

Other  than  the  GATT  acces¬ 
sion,  one  of  our  most  important 
goals  on  the  international  front 
is  to  participate  in  the  United 
Nations.  The  expanding  global 
role  of  my  country  cannot  be  ig¬ 
nored.  As  an  active  member  of 
the  international  trading  com¬ 
munity  for  many  years,  the  ROC 
has  contributed  significantly  to 
the  world  economy.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  despite  our  national 
strength  and  economic  achieve¬ 
ment,  the  ROC  is  still  excluded 
from  most  international  or¬ 
ganizations.  Our  people  feel  this 


is  not  only  immoral  but  unfair. 
At  this  juncture,  with  the  Cold 
War  ended  and  the  new  interna¬ 
tional  order  taking  shape,  the 
ROC’s  request  for  greater  recog¬ 
nition  in  international  affairs 
and  participation  in  internation¬ 
al  organizations  is  a  natural  ex¬ 
pectation.  We  are  prepared  to 
assume  greater  international 

responsibility  in  connection  with 
this  privilege. 

In  the  view  of  my  government, 
it  is  time  for  the  international 
community  to  accept  our 
people’s  right  and  desire  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  international  or¬ 
ganizations  and  activities.  The 
Republic  of  China  was  founded 
in  1912.  When  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munists  took  over  the  mainland 
in  1949,  my  government  of  the 
ROC  evacuated  from  mainland 
to  Taiwan.  Since  then  China  has 
been  a  divided  nation,  and  there 
are  two  Chinese  political  entities 
separated  by  the  Taiwan  Strait. 
We  acknowledge  that  our  juris¬ 
diction  does  not  currently  extend 
to  mainland  China,  just  as 
that  of  the  PRC  does  not  extend 
to  Taiwan.  My  country’s  bid  for 
participation  in  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  does  not  challenge  the 
PRC’s  place  in  the  United  Na¬ 
tions,  but  simply  asks  for  a  recog¬ 
nition  of  reality  and  fairness  by 
the  world  community  for  the  21 
million  people  of  the  Republic 
of  China  on  Taiwan.  In  fact,  the 
ROC  was  a  founding  member  of 
the  United  Nations  in  1945,  and 
remained  a  productive  member 
until  forced  to  withdraw  in  1971. 
However,  the  1971  U.N.  action 
did  not  resolve  the  issue  of 
China’s  division.  The  R.O.C.  has 
maintained  a  continuing  and 
well-defined  presence  in  the  in¬ 
ternational  community.  Our 
policy  favors  the  reunification  of 
China  in  a  peaceful  and 
democratic  way.  We  are  entitled 
in  the  interim  to  equal  repre¬ 
sentation  in  the  U.N.  Our  par¬ 
ticipation  would  not  perpetuate 
the  present  division  of  China;  the 
precedents  set  by  U.N.  member¬ 
ship  of  East  and  West  Germany 
prior  to  unification  and  by  North 
and  South  Korea  refute  that  no¬ 
tion.  In  fact,  the  joint  participa¬ 
tion  of  the  ROC  and  the 
mainland  would  serve  to  en¬ 
hance  regional  stability  and  fur¬ 
ther  the  prospects  for  eventual 
reunification  of  China.  And  I 
would  like  to  emphasize  that  the 
R.O.C.  is  willing,  able  and  ready 
to  contribute  to  the  internation¬ 
al  community  in  a  manner  which 
will  benefit  all  concerned. 

It  will  not  be  easy  for  us  to 
achieve  this  goal.  We  need  sup¬ 
port  from  our  American  friends. 
Already  this  September, 
numerous  delegations  in  the 
United  Nations  endorsed  the 
concept,  but  it  has  been  tem¬ 
porarily  shelved.  Our  people’s 
request  for  United  Nations  par¬ 
ticipation  merits  continued  con¬ 
sideration  and  requires  further 
endorsement  if  we  are  to  realize 
success.  It  is  time  for  the  U.N. 
and  all  its  member  countries  to 
examine  this  issue  in  a  sym¬ 
pathetic  light. 

At  the  same  time,  my 
government’s  prudent  policy 
toward  the  Chinese  mainland  is 
designed  to  enhance  regional 
stability  while  strengthening 
Taiwan’s  security,  and  to 
facilitate  China’s  peaceful  and

The  labor  movement  recog¬ 
nizes  its  responsibility  to  counter 
anti-immigrant  bias  wherever  it 
occurs.  The  traditions  and  values 
of  the  labor  movement  are  deep¬ 
ly  rooted  in  justice,  dignity,  and 
equality  for  all  workers  and  their 
families.  In  keeping  with  those 
values,  we  will  continue  to  wel¬ 
come  our  immigrant  brothers 
and  sisters  into  the  labor  move¬ 
ment,  and  we  will  continue  our 
tradition  of  advocacy  for  the 
rights  of  immigrants  in  the 
workplace  and  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 

The  AFL-CIO  calls  on  the 
nation’s  political,  civic  and 
religious  leadership  to  refute 
and  speak  out  against  those  who 
seek  to  blame  immigrants  for  the 
country’s  economic  and  social 
problems.  We  urge  our  national 
leaders  to  be  in  the  forefront  of 
the  effort  to  reaffirm  our  nation¬ 
al  heritage  as  a  land  of  freedom 
and  equality  and  as  a  haven  for 
the  persecuted.

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African-Americans  Living  in  Japan 


While  racial  prejudice  his¬ 
torically  faced  by  African 
Americans  in  the  United  States 
has  been  fairly  well  documented, 
the  African  American  ex¬ 
perience  in  Asia  has  not  to  date 
been  fully  explored. 

The  experience  of  African 
Americans  living  in  Japan  is  the 
subject  of  filmmaker  Regge 
Life’s  documentary  film  "Strug¬ 
gle  &  Success:  The  African 
American  Experience  in  Japan," 
which  was  recently  shown  at 
Northeastern  University.  The 
screening  of  the  film  and  the  dis¬ 
cussion  that  followed  were  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Japan  Society  of 
Boston  and  Northeastern 
University’s  Asian  Studies  Pro¬ 
gram  and  African-American 
Studies  Department. 

A  graduate  of  Tufts  Univer¬ 
sity  and  the  New  York  University 
film  school,  Life  lived  in  Japan 
for  six  months  as  an  Artist  Fel¬ 
low.  In  1992  he  returned  to  Japan 
to  interview  African  Americans 
who  have  been  living  and  work¬ 
ing  there.  A  diverse  group  of 
people  who  had  gone  to  Asia  for 
various  reasons,  the  African 
Americans  living  in  Japan  in¬ 
clude  journalists  and 
businessmen,  performers  and 
fashion  designers.  Some  went 


there  as  teachers  and  stayed  on 
to  pursue  other  careers;  others 
were  assigned  to  work  there. 
Some  marry  Japanese  and  bring 
up  mixed  race  children  in  a  large- 1 
ly  homogeneous  society. 

Although  the  film’s  style  and 
technique  lack  visual  distinction, 
"Struggle  &  Success"  is  an  effec¬ 
tive  film  largely  because  the 
filmmaker  has  managed  to  get 
his  subjects  to  talk  fairly  openly 
about  their  lives  in  Japan.  Some 
of  the  issues  discussed  include 
the  same  kind  of  racial  stereotyp¬ 
ing  and  prejudice  that  African 
Americans  have  regularly  ex¬ 
perienced  in  the  US. 

At  the  same  time,  although 
Japan  presents  African 
Americans  with  a  range  of 
obstacles,  many  come  away  from 
the  country  with  positive  ex¬ 
periences.  One  man  says  he  felt 
appreciated  for  his  work  in 
Japan;  another  says  he  found 
Japan  a  less  threatening  environ- 1 
ment  for  an  African  American' 
than  the  US.  A  businessman  says 
he  can  do  "larger  deals"  in  Japan 
than  would  be  possible  in  the 
US.

About  Crimes  against  Asians 
The  Organization  of  Chinese 
Americans  (OCA)  expressed  ex¬ 
treme  alarm  today  over  the  most 
recent  shooting  of  a  Korean 


"What  is  especially  upsetting 
is  that  more  and  more  young 
people  are  drawn  to  such  acts  of 
violence,"  said  Ms.  Gong. 

OCA  Executive  Director 
Daphne  Kwok  attributed  part  of 
the  attitude  of  criminals  to  poor 
follow-up  by  the  police  and  the 
media  after  a  crime  has  been 
committed  in  the  Asian 
American  community. 

"People  have  not  made  it  a 
priority  to  do  more  than  routine

grocery  clerk  in  Washington, 
D.C.  OCA  sees  the  crime  as

OCA  National  President 
Ginny  Gong  is  concerned  with 
the  increasing  boldness  of  recent 
perpetrators.  Says  Ms.  Gong, 
"The  willingness  of  individuals  to 
shoot  without  motive  in  this 
latest  shooting  and  to  loot  a  store 
in  full  view  of  cameras,  as  in  the 
Vietnamese  jewelry  store  rob¬ 
bery,  shows  that  today’s 
criminals  lack  respect  for  human 
life  and  are  not  fearful  of  being 
caught."

UMass  Boston  sociology 
professor  Ann  Cordilia  has  or¬ 
ganized  a  series  of  seminars  on 
East  Asian  cultures  and  societies 
for  teachers  at  Quincy  and  North 
Quincy  high  schools.

"This  series  is  invaluable  espe¬ 
cially  in  light  of  the  influx  of 
Asian  students  we’ve  ex¬ 
perienced  in  the  last  two  years," 
says  North  Quincy  principal 
Peter  Chrisolm,  who  will  attend 
the  three  seminars,  which  will 
take  place  at  the  State  Street 
Bank  this  month. 

Cordilia  says  the  idea  for  such 
a  project  sprang  from  her  ex¬ 
perience  several  years  ago  teach¬ 
ing  at  a  university  in  Nagoya, 
Japan,  where  students  possessed 
extensive  knowledge  of  cultures 
other  than  their  own  -  in  marked 
contrast  to  their  counterparts  in 
the  United  States.

Look  for  Savings  When  Choosing  Your  Bank

When  we  go  shopping  at  a 
mall,  not  everyone  enters  the 
same  stores  because  we’re  all 
looking  for  different  products. 
The  same  holds  true  when  we  go 
shopping  for  a  financial  institu¬ 
tion  to  open  up  our  banking  ac¬ 
counts. 

Some  of  us  may  be  looking  for 
accounts  that  do  not  require 
maintaining  a  minimum  balance 
in  order  to  avoid  those  monthly 
service  fees.  Others  may  be 
looking  for  a  bank  that  will  also 
provide  a  credit  card  with  our 
accounts  and  begin  establishing 
our  own  personal  credit  record. 

Well,  just  as  there  are  dif¬ 
ferent  stores  which  provide  for 
each  of  our  various  shopping 
needs,  there  are  different  banks 
that  provide  various  banking 
needs. 

Baybank  tried  to  make  getting 
a  credit  card  and  establishing 
credit  easier  for  its  customers  by 
distributing  the  Baybank  card 
and  combining  it  with  the  X- 
Press  Check  Service.  A  cus¬ 
tomer  can  make  a  purchase  at 
over  eight  million  estab¬ 
lishments  where  Mastercard  is 
established  with  this  Baybank 
service.  The  brochure  explains, 
"The  purchase  amount  is 
deducted  automatically  from 
your  checking  account—  as  if 
you’d  written  a  check.  X-Press 
Check  is  an  ideal  way  to  pay  for 
everyday  purchases  where  you 
would  normally  write  a  check  or 
pay  cash." 

Unlike  a  normal  credit  card, 
there  is  no  annual  fee  to  receive 
this  service  and  there  is  also  no 
transaction  fee  for  purchases. 

This  service  is  similar  to  that 
which  a  Mastercard  or  Visa 
would  provide  because  most  X- 
Press  Check  purchases  are 
covered  automatically  by  Buyer 


Protection,  which  protects  items 
against  loss,  theft,  fire,  or  other 
damages  for  up  to  90  days  from 
the  date  of  purchase.  One  must 
file  an  application  and  be  ap¬ 
proved  in  order  to  participate. 

Reserved  Credit  is  another 
special  service  Baybank  offers  its 
customers.  It  essentially  gives 
the  consumer  a  credit  line.  The 
service  protects  customers  from 
"bounced"  checks,  up  to  the 
available  credit  limit,  and  it  al¬ 
lows  them  to  write  a  check  for 
more  than  the  balance  in  their 
checking  account.  Furthermore, 
customers  can  also  transfer 
money  from  Reserve  Credit  to 
their  checking  account,  or  they 
can  directly  withdraw  cash  at  an 
ATM  machine.  There  is  no  ap¬ 
plication  fee  and  no  annual  fee 
involved  either. 

A  popular  service  which 
Baybank  offers  is  Check  View 
where  pictures  of  cashed  checks 
are  sent  to  the  customer  instead 
of  having  the  checks  returned.  It 
is  much  easier  for  storing  pur¬ 
poses. 

The  bank  also  offers  state¬ 
ment  options  which  are  or¬ 
ganized  differently  according  to 
the  needs  the  particular  cus¬ 
tomer.  Statements  can  be  or¬ 
ganized  chronologically,  they 
can  be  categorized,  or  they  can  be 
summarized. 

Baybank,  which  is  mainly  a 
retail  bank  with  a  very  large 
ATM  network,  also  has  special 
services  geared  to  different  age 
groups.  There  is  the  Student 
Value  Package  which  offers  X- 
press  Check,  a  credit  card,  and 
different  savings  and  checking 
accounts  with  no  minimum 
balances  requirement.  The 
regular  services  charge  is  billed 
to  the  customer  monthly. 

The  Bank  of  Boston  breaks  up 
their  services  into  two  basic 
programs.  First  Step  Banking 
and  Portfolio  Banking. 


First  Step  Banking  is  geared 
towards  the  owner  income  in¬ 
dividual  or  people  new  to  bank¬ 
ing,  such  as  students  and  new 
immigrants.  Special  services  of¬ 
fered  under  this  program  include 
a  checking  account  for  people 
who  can’t  keep  a  minimum 
balance  and  want  to  avoid  paying 
many  of  the  monthly  service  fees. 

Portfolio/Max  Banking  re¬ 
quires  that  the  customer  main¬ 
tain  a  balance  of  $7,500  or  more, 
but  the  services  include  a  free 
checking  account,  and  free 
traveler’s  checks. 

Smaller  banks,  which  cus¬ 
tomers  shopping  for  an  ap¬ 
propriate  financial  institution 
can  look  into,  include  the  U.S. 
Trust  Bank.  The  U.S.  Trust 
Bank  is  a  full  service  commercial 
bank  based  in  Massachusetts, 
with  over  30  branches 
throughout  the  state.  It  offers 
savings  accounts,  checking  ac¬ 
counts,  money  market  accounts 
and  jumbo  CD’s 

In  order  to  protect  the  cus¬ 
tomers  from  obtaining  bad 
credit,  the  bank  has  the  Cash 
Reserve  Program  which 
provides  for  overdraft  protec¬ 
tion  and  helps  to  eliminate  thos 
bounced  checks. 

U.S.  Trust  provides 
mortgages  and  loans  to  its  cus¬ 
tomers  as  well.  It  even  offers 
mortgages  more  suitable  to 
those  individuals  with  low  in¬ 
come.  And  the  loans  which  the 
bank  provides  for  its  customers 
include  personal  loans,  auto 
loans  for  new  or  used  cars,  Home 
Equity  Loans  with  a  fixed  rate, 
and  Home  Equity  Line  of  Credit 
with  an  adjustable  rate,  which  is 
usually  1-1/2  points  above  the 
prime  rate. 

U.S.  Trust  Bank  offers  ac¬ 
counts  geared  towards  cus¬ 
tomers  18  years  old  and  under 
and  those  65  years  old  and  older. 
For  instance,  the  checking  ac¬ 


count  for  senior  citizens  provides  no  service 

charge,  no  minimum  balance  and  free  check  re-orders. 

The  bank  offers  special  services  for  businesses  as 
well.  For  instance,  it  allows  customers  a  line  of 
credit  to  Hong  Kong.  It  provides  a  service  where 
the  bank  rents  a  post  office  box  and  picks  up  mail  for 
their  corporate  customers.

Buying  Life  Insurance 

When  you  buy  life  insurance, 
you  want  coverage  that  fits  your 
needs  and  doesn’t  cost  too  much. 

First,  decide  how  much  you 
need-and  for  how  long-and  what 
you  can  afford  to  pay. 

Next,  find  out  what  kinds  of 
policies  are  available  to  meet 
your  needs  and  pick  the  one  that 
best  suits  you.

It  makes  good  sense  to  ask  a 
life  insurance  agent  or  company 
to  help  you.  An  agent  can  be 
particularly  useful  in  reviewing 
your  insurance  needs  and  in 
giving  you  information  about  the 
kinds  of  policies  that  are  avail¬ 
able.  If  one  kind  doesn’t  seem  to 
fit  your  needs,  ask  about  others.

How  Much  Do  You  Need? 

To  decide  how  much  life  in¬ 
surance  you  need,  figure  out 
what  your  dependents  would 
have  if  you  were  to  die  now,  and 
what  they  would  actually  need. 
Your  new  policy  should  come  as 
close  to  making  up  the  difference 
as  you  can  afford. 

In  figuring  what  you  have, 
count  your  present  insurance-in¬ 
cluding  any  group  insurance 
where  you  work.  Social  Security 
or  veterans  insurance.  Add 
other  assets  you  have-savings,  in¬ 
vestments,  real  estate,  and  per¬ 
sonal  property. 

In  figuring  what  you  need, 
think  of  income  for  your  depend- 
ents-for  family  living  expenses, 
educational  costs  and  any  other 
future  needs.  Think  also  of  cash 
needs-for  the  expenses  of  a  final 
illness  and  for  paying  taxes, 
mortgages  or  other  debts.

For 
CDs  with  a  longer  term,  an  even 
higher  rate  may  be  given.

What  About  Your  Present 
Policy? 

Think  twice  before  dropping  a 
life  insurance  policy  you  already 
have  to  buy  a  new  one. 

*  It  can  be  costly  because 
much  of  what  you  paid  in  the 
early  years  of  the  policy  you  now 
have  was  used  for  the  company 
expense  of  selling  and  issuing  the 
policy.  This  expense  will  be  in¬ 
curred  again  in  your  new  policy. 

*  If  you  are  older  or  your 
health  has  changed,  premiums 
for  the  new  policy  will  often  be 
higher. 

*  If  you  may  have  valuable 
rights  and  benefits  in  your 
present  policy  that  are  not  in  the 
new  one. 

*  You  might  be  able  to  change 
your  present  policy  or  even  add 
to  it  to  get  the  coverage  or 
benefits  you  now  want. 

Check  with  the  agent  or  com¬ 
pany  that  issued  your  present 
policy— get  both  sides  of  the 
story.  In  any  case,  don’t  give  up 
your  present  policy  until  you  are 
covered  by  a  new  one. 


What  Is  The  Right  Kind? 

All  life  insurance  policies 
agree  to  pay  an  amount  of  money 
when  you  die.  But  all  policies  are 
not  the  same.  Some  provide  per¬ 
manent  coverage  and  others 
temporary  coverage.  Some  build 
up  cash  value  and  others  do  not. 
Some  policies  provide  different 
kinds  of  insurance,  and  others  let 
you  change  from  one  kind  of  in¬ 
surance  to  another.  Your  choice 
should  be  based  on  your  needs 
and  what  you  can  afford. 

Finding  a  Low  Cost  Policy 

After  you  have  decided  what 
kind  of  life  insurance  is  best  for 
you,  compare  similar  policies 
from  different  companies  to  find 


which  one  is  likely  to  give  you  the 
best  value  for  your  money.  A 
simple  comparison  of  the 
premiums  is  not  enough.  There 
are  other  things  to  consider.  For 
example: 

*  Do  premiums  or  benefits 
vary  from  year  to  year? 

*  How  much  cash  value  builds 
up  under  the  policy? 

*  What  part  of  the  premiums 
or  benefits  is  not  guaranteed? 

*  What  is  the  effect  of  interest 
on  money  paid  and  received  at 
different  times  on  the  policy? 


Things  to  Remember 

*  Review  your  particular  in¬ 
surance  needs  and  circumstan¬ 
ces.  Choose  the  kind  of  policy 
with  benefits  that  most  closely 
fits  your  needs.  Ask  an  agent  or 
company  to  help  you. 

*  Be  sure  that  the  premiums 
are  within  your  ability  to  pay. 
Don’t  look  only  at  the  initial 
premium,  but  take  account  of 
any  later  premium  increase. 

*  Ask  about  comparison 
index  numbers  and  check  several 
companies  which  offer  similar 
policies.  Remember,  smaller 
index  numbers  generally  repre¬ 
sent  a  better  buy  when  using  the 
Net  Payment  Cost  Comparison 
Indexes.  But  larger  index  num¬ 
bers  generally  represent  a  better 
buy  when  using  the  Life  In¬ 
surance  Yield  Comparison  In¬ 
dexes. 

*  Don’t  buy  life  insurance  un¬ 
less  you  intend  to  stick  with  it.  It 
can  be  very  costly  if  you  quit 
during  the  early  years  of  the 
policy. 

*  Read  your  policy  carefully. 
Ask  your  agent  or  company 
about  anything  that  is  not  clear 
to  you. 

*  Review  your  life  insurance 
program  with  your  agent  or  com¬ 
pany  every  few  years  to  keep  up 
with  changes  in  your  income  and 
your  needs.

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An  Innovative  Way 
to  Expand  Home 
Ownership 


Shawmut  Mortgage  Company 
launched  a  new  $10  million  pilot 
program  with  the  backing  of  the 
Federal  National  Mortgage  As¬ 
sociation  to  bring  home  owner¬ 
ship  within  reach  of  low  and 
moderate  income  families.  The 
first-time  home  buyer  program 
removes  three  major  stumbling 
blocks  for  many  families  with  low 
to  moderate  incomes:  the  pro¬ 
gram  lowers  down  payments  to 
as  little  as  2.5  percent  of  the 
home’s  purchase  price;  charges 
no  closing  costs  and  no  points; 
and  waives  private  mortgage  in¬ 
surance,  creating  instead  a 
shared-risk  pool  for  home 
repairs  and  emergency  mortgage 
payments  for  borrowers  in  the 
program. 

To  qualify  for  loans,  a  family 
income  can  be  no  more  than 
115%  of  a  community’s  median 
income.  For  example,  in  order 
to  qualify  in  Boston,  a  family’s 
income  can  be  no  more  than 
$57,800. 

The  pilot  program  was 
brought  about  through  the  joint 
efforts  of  Shawmut,  local  hous¬ 
ing  activists  and  Representative 
Joseph  P.  Kemiedy  2nd. 

The  announcement  comes  on 
the  heels  of  Shawmut  being  one 
of  two  area  banks  singled  out  for 
praise  and  rated  as  "outstanding" 
by  Acting  Mayor  Thomas 
Menino  after  the  City  released 
its  second  Linked  Deposit 
Report.  The  Linked  Deposit 
Report  rates  Boston  banks  on 
their  compliance  with  the  Com¬ 
munity  Reinvestment  Act 
(CRA)  and  their  service  to  the 
city’s  minority  neighborhoods. 


Shawmut’s  outstanding  grade  is 
the  culmination  of  its  aggressive 
work  since  January  to  implement 
its  Five-Point  Minority 
Mortgage  Loan  Initiative  Plan  to 
expand  mortgage  lending  and 
banking  services  to  low  and 
moderate  income  customers. 

A  case  in  point  is  that  of 
Rosco  and  Yvette  Horton  of 
Mattapan.  Having  decided  to 
pursue  their  dream  of  owning  a 
home  for  their  family  of  five,  the 
Hortons  applied  for  a  mortgage. 
They  soon  found  that  under 
traditional  criteria,  they  did  not 
qualify,  having  no  established 
credit  history.  "Shawmut  took 
the  time  to  work  with  us,"  com¬ 
mented  Mrs.  Horton  "They  met 
with  us  on  several  occasions  and 
reviewed  three  specific  programs 
for  which  we  might  qualify.  In 
the  end,  Shawmut  tailored  a  one- 
of-a-kind  program  to  meet  our 
needs.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
opportunity  that  they  have  given 
us  to  prove  ourselves." 

The  Hortons  obtained  their 
mortgage  through  a  "second 
look"  process  conducted  by 
Shawmut’s  Mortgage  Review 
Committee,  one  piece  of  the 
bank’s  Five  Point  Plan.  Shaw¬ 
mut  has  created  and  empowered 
a  Mortgage  Review  Committee 
to  review  all  potential  denials  of 
minority  mortgage  applications. 
Additionally,  it  has  made  under¬ 
writing  criteria  sufficiently 
flexible  to  allow  for  lower  down 
payment  requirements  and  other 
changes  important  to  enabling 
low  and  moderate  income  ap¬ 
plicants  to  meet  pre-qualifica¬ 
tion  specifications.
